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THEOLOGY  DEPT.  INSPIRES  NEW  MEANS 
FOR  SPIRITUAL  GROWTH 


As  stated  in  the  school  motto,  one  of  the  main  objectives  of 
Catholic  Central  is  to  teach  Goodness.  This  makes  the  Theology 
Department  an  integral  part  of  this  school,  offering  enlighten- 
ment on  the  many  problems  facing  Christians  in  today's  world. 

This  year  Freshmen  Theology,  a  detailed  study  of  the  Old 
Testament,  was  taught  by  Fr.  Donoher  and  Fr.  Depa.  In  Sopho- 
more year,  students  study  the  New  Testament  and  use  Christ 
and  His  teachings  as  a  model  for  modern  Christians.  Fr.  Clem- 
ens, Fr.  McKernan  and  Mr.  Repicky,  a  new  member  of  the 
department,  taught  New  Testament  study,  juniors  and  Seniors 
have  their  choices  of  nine  half-year  courses,  ranging  from  the 
History  and  Study  of  World  Religions  to  Christian  Personal 
Development  and  Faith,  Humanism  and  Atheism.  Four  of  the 
courses  must  be  taken  during  Junior  and  Senior  to  complete 
the  required  four  years  of  Theology.

Much  to  the  surprise  of  Hal  Schram,  highly  tal- 
ented Lansing  Everett  and  most  others,  The  Catho- 
lic Central  basketball  team  won  the  1976  Class  A 
State  Championship. 

After  a  disappointing  loss  to  Northeastern  in  the 
City  Championship,  there  was  little  hope  on  the 
part  of  C.C.  fans,  but  Coach  Holowicki's  squad 
learned  from  their  defeat  and  learned  well  as  they 
went  on  to  win  the  next  eight  games  and  the  State 
title. 

C.C.  won  the  Catholic  League  Championship  on 
a  clutch  thirty  foot  jumper  by  Mike  Prince  to  edge 
Shrine.  In  the  regular  season,  the  Shamrocks  hand- 
ily defeated  their  opponents  to  finish  the  season 
with  a  9-1  league  record.

If  size,  strength  and  determination  were  the  only 
factors  necessary  for  a  championship  ski  team,  the 
Shamrocks  would  certainly  have  been  champions 
this  year.  But  as  coaches  Fr.  Wheeler  and  Mr.  Re- 
picky  knew  from  the  beginning  of  Fall  training,  this 
would  be  a  "growing"  year  for  the  ski  team.  There 
are  no  substitutes  for  maturity  and  racing  exper- 
ience, two  elements  notably  missing  among  the 
twenty-odd  members  of  the  team.  Only  two  seniors, 
Kirk  Nicola  and  Chris  Cutcher,  were  left  after  last 
year's  graduation  of  the  whole  varsity  line-up.

And  so  a  youthful  team,  with  plenty  of  athletic 
talent,  gave  its  all  to  a  rigorous  training  program, 
both  on  dry  land  and  on  the  slopes.  And  their  work 
paid  off.  By  the  time  of  the  Divisional  tournament, 
they  were  able  to  ski  consistently  and  well,  taking

Michigan.  In  the  Regional  tournament  at  Pine  Knob, 
inexperience  again  took  its  toll.  Skiing  on  unfamiliar 
slopes  in  sixty-  degree  weather,  the  racers  were  un- 
able to  adjust  to  all  of  these  unusual  circumstances, 
and  finished  a  dismal  tenth  out  of  18  teams  compet- 
ing.

The  remains 
were  taken  to  St.  Eugene's  Church,  his  home  par- 
ish, for  a  Mass  of  Christian  Burial  that  was  attend- 
ed by  his  homeroom,  many  of  his  classmates,  and 
members  of  the  faculty. 

It  was  the  kids  at  the  funeral  that  knew  him  best. 

They  played  with  him,  respected  him,  admired 
him  as  an  athlete,  student  and  person.  And  stu- 
dents throughout  the  corridors  of  the  school  told 
and  retold  the  Matthew  Blazejewski  story. 

Matthew,  injured  in  a  motorcycle  accident,  was 
rushed  to  Providence  Hospital  where  he  lay  in  a 
coma  for  seven  days.  Toward  the  end  of  the  week 
his  condition  worsened.  Death  came  the  morning 
of  September  16th.
